Five hundred and fifty freshmen will 
be on the roll when the University- of 
California opens tomorrow. 


The extrordinary 
large class will 
overcrowd the University. 
For the 
first time in the history of the 
institu­ 
tion the Regents have been confronted 
by a lack of room. 
The classes have 
been growing year by year, but the ap­ 
propriations have not kept pace with 
the growth of the clas-es, and this year 
the Regents 
have found 
themselves 
unable to supply the facilities and 
space necessary for the new 
students. 


It has been estimated that 300 new 
students will be added to the popula­ 
tion of Berkeley this year. 
The de­ 
mand for boarding and living places 
has been so great that it cannot be met 
and many will be obliged to room in 
Oakland. 


The academic year begins tomorrow, 
when the second entrance 
examina­ 
tions for the Colleges of Letters, Sci­ 
ence and Law will be held. 
Wednes­ 
day and Thursday will be devoted to 
consultations 
between 
students and 
professors with regard to work during 
the year. 
Thursday is registration day 
for the upper class students. The 
freshman class will organize and regis 
ter on Tuesday, August 20th.

The Board" of Trustees sat as a 
Board of Equalization today at 10 
o'clock. It is not known whether they 
will hold sessions in the dayiime or 
not, but the supposition is 
meetings will be in the evenings. 
Under the old charter the Board re­ 
ceived no compensation for this serv­ 
ice, but the new charter provides for 
their remuneration, 
and, perhaps, tor 
that reason a closer examination of the 
assessment roll will be made and the 
whole work reviewed. 
Hitherto it 
has been eiiBtomary to considor only 
such portions as attention was called j 
to by those who asked lor a reduction. 
As these were few the Board had little 
work to do. 
The roll has not yet been 
footed, and the exact figures, are not 
known, but tht Assessor has not made 
many decided changes from last year's 
valuations, and the total will not vary 
much. 
Last 
year it was about 
$8,000,000. 
This shows apparently a 
light valuation, since in area Berkeley 
is equal to Oakland, and twice as large 
as Alameda. 
Berkeley, however, is 
not as thickly settled, and the improve 
ments are not as costly. 
The limit of 
the tax levy under the Freeholders' 
charter is 7 5 cents on $100, and it is 
expected that the maximum will be 
reached 
this year, as the increase in 
the cost of lighting the town, sprink­ 
ling the streets and carrying on the 
schools will absorb all the additional 
Tevenue. 
The future meetings will be 
held in the evenings commencing to* 
mprirow evening.

have applied to County Clerk Jordan 
for this purpose but the clerk has re 
fused them until he can get an opinion 
from the District Attorney. 
That offi­ 
cial has stated that the Act is not re­ 
troactive and does not apply to the 
names on;4be Great Register at the 
time the amendment went into effect.

Very few seem to realize the impor­ 
tance of giving the feet propor attention 
in order to secure better lu-»lth as well 
as general comfort 
It is almost incon­ 
ceivable that in our civilized nation in 
the modern age thero are still HO many 
otherwise sensible women who are will- 


. ing to maim and cripple tln-ir feet and 
suffer tortures for the sake of wearing 
shoes just a little too small, or whioh 
are, as they imagine falsely, pretty or 
more fashionable. 
Wo cm the folly uf 
the cramping 
prrxioKH upon the feet of 
the Chinese women, but how much more 
inexcusable it is for women of this en­ 
lightened country. 


In former times it htis boon the fash­ 
ion for shoes to be made with high 
heels, narrow, pointed toes and all sorts 
of extravagant shapos contrary to ease 
and comfort, and an too many people 
have felt it incumbent upon them to 
bow to the demands of the tyrant fash­ 
ion, no matter how unreasonable her 
demands, th6 resnlt, has heen for suc­ 
ceeding generations untold suffering in 
the form of oorns, bunions uud other 
deformities, until now it is comparative­ 
ly rare to see, except among savage na­ 
tions, a perfect, well shaped foot. 
But 
a more sensible fashion allows the wear­ 
ing of various styles of sensible shoes 
that are adapted to tho ease and com­ 
fort of the wearer, with thick soles, 
wide, low heels and plenty of room for 
free expansion of the toes and muscles; 
and the numerous corns, which are not 
only exceedingly painful, but often seri­ 
ous affairs, are gradually 
disappearing 
from the feet of the sensible ones and 
the ideal foot is no longer tho cramped 
and tortured foot. 


Tho celebrated anatomist. Professor 
Hyrti of Vienna university, opened one 
of his lectures to his class with the sin­ 
gular question, "Which is tho most beau­ 
tiful foot, considered from tho anatom­ 
ical standpoint?" and then continued: 
"It is remarkable that thoro are so many 
divergent 
opinions on this 
subject. 
While tho sons of men look upon a 
small, slender and graceful foot, a lady's 
foot, as an idoal one, tho anatomist ut­ 
terly rejects it as beautiful, and only 
the large, long and broad foot is the 
ideal one in his oyos. Even the greatest 
classic writers of antiquity, Horace, Ca- 
tallus, and others, who had great appre­ 
ciation of the feminine beauty, never 
mentioned in the descriptions of their 
beloved—and, as is well known, they 
had many—their small feet. 


"The people belonging to the Celtic 
race have small foet; tho Ilindoos es­ 
pecially have such feet and hands that 
they may be envied by many European 
countesses. 
The native troops of tho 
English army in India possess in Eng­ 
land their own armory where peouliar 
kinds of weapons are constructed for 
them, and the sword hilts made for 
them are much too small for us to grasp 
with ease. The greatest beauties of Eu­ 
rope, the Italians, have really long and 
broad feet." 


But even if we do not caro to bo con­ 
vinced that the ideal foot is the foot 
that is long and broad, we can cortainly 
realize the importance of care in select­ 
ing shoes of the proper size for comfort 
as well ns beauty. The foot never looks 
pretty in a shoe too small for it, and 
suoh shoos soon become unshapely from 
undue pressure, giving anything but a 
pretty appearance. 


On the other hand, we should not fall 
into the error of buying shoes too large. 
These are quite as apt to cause oorns as 
small ones by rubbing certain parts of 
the foot. 
If any one has the misfortune 
to fall into this mistake, it can be reme­ 
died to a great extent by inserting a soft 
wad of cotton batting in the toe of the 
shoe or in the part that rubs against 
the foot. 


The same care is necessary in buying 
shoes as in buying gloves. 
They will 
last much longer and have a better ap­ 
pearance when made of new, good skins. 
Old leather or kid is not soft and elastic 
and does not easily shape itself to the 
foot or the hand. This is not only a 
matter of comfort, but of economy. 
In 
this^as in many otfyer things, "the best 
is tlje cheapest," and as few women, or 
men either, for that matter, are good 
judlgefCbf leather it will be wise to buy 
only 6T h on oat, experienced dealers, in 
whom we nan nnnfldo, for we cannot 
afford risks in a matter where so much 
is involved. 
An uncomfortable shoe is 
really a very serious matter when we 
take into consideration the pain and 
discomfort, the probable deformities in 
the way of coins autl bunions, the wear 
on the nervous system and the nnpleas- 
ont consequences of our irritable tem­ 
pers because of personal discomfort. 


It scarcely seems necessary to speak 
of the importance of frequent bathing 
of the feet and paring of the nails, and 
yet many are surprisingly careless in 
this respect. Corns are simply composed 
of a great number of layers of cuticle, 
or scarf skin, one above another, each 
successive layer being larger than the 
preceding, so that the whole assumes 
the form of a grain of Indian oorn; 
hence i ts name. This is constantly press­ 
ing its point upon the tender flesh when 
the shoe presses or rubs against it, and 
as this cuticle is easily dissolved to a 
great extent by the warm water and 
soap we can see that bathing is the most 
ready and* harmless remedy as Well as 
preventive. —Exchange.
